PECK 1S SAFE IN. CLEVELAND 
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The Negro Whose Life Was Sought by 
the Frenzied Mob at 
Akron, O. 

CLEVELAND, Aug 
Akron rapist. whose 
80 eagerly sought last night, is locked up in 
the county jail in this city. He was brought 
here from Akron early last night by a dep 
uty sheriff together with William 
another negro, had been a 
the Akron jail charged with 
misdemeanor.

TOPEKA, Kan., Aug. 23.--Willlam Jen- 
nings Bryan arrived in Topeka at 11 a. m. 
today, and received the official notification 
of his nomination to the presidency at the 
hands of the national People’s party, and 
made his address. 

Large banners were suspended across the 
streets, the buildings, the street and 
many carriages were gayly decorated with 
bunting and Bryan lithographs smiled upon 
the throng from numerous’ windows on 
every block. : 

Mr. Bryan was met at 
early hour in the morning 
tee, consisting of the most 
members of the Populist party 
and this committee escorted 
state capital over the Atchison, 


Santa Fe Railroad.
